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Why SOAR for Individuals Involved in the Legal System?

People with mental illnesses remain
in jail eight times longer than other
offenders at a cost that is seven times
higher (Mental Health America, 2008).

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Justice-Involved People: SMI and Homelessness

release from correctional facilities
* People with serious mental illness are more likely to be:
— Arrested multiple times for the same crime
— Spend more time in jail before adjudication
— Serve longer sentences, and
— Have higher recidivism rates than those without mental illness

and schedules

 Review individual’s intake documentation, criminal
history (past and recent infractions), medical status
(medication and diagnosis)

* Keep required forms, pen, and blank paper on hand
